ress, remarked a traveler from tha t 
country to a reporter, 
" ( hxm h has 
no a ttra ction to Mexicans when they 
can ha ve an o]*p< rrunitv of w a tching 
chicken« fight. 
One Ea sier Sunda y I 
went into a la rg erhurch in Elora, and 
noticing the ub.~*n» 
of men I asked 
for the reason. 
1 wa s tohl tha t a 
chicken fig ht was being held. 
As 
this was a novelty to me, I soug ht the 
place. 
1 found the fig hts were occur­ 
ring in a sort of a m phithea ter h » rrned 
by the four w a lls of a hacienda, and 
around the ring sea ts of the most 
prim itive kind were arranged. They 
were like circus seats, only construct­ 
ed of nothing but 
rough wooden 
polea, tw o tog ether, with som e sort of 
rope m a de out of tree fiber. 
“ The m a tches of the da y were a t­ 
tended by som e of the best ¡soph* of 
the district. 
In fa ct, the fights were 
a rranged by the m a y or of the town, 
the district judg e and severa l others 
of equal prom inence who had made 
up a la rg e purse to back a string of 
chickens. 
It wa s an exciting sport, 
and the birds l'ought viciously . Over 
100 chickens were killed during the 
day, the m a tches continuing from 8 
o ’clock in the m orning to 0 in the 
evening . 
I sa w m a tches in which 
both chickens wen* killed, and others 
where the victors died and the va n­ 
quished lived, for one of the rules of 
the fig hts is tha t as soon as a chick­ 
en ’s head touches the ground he has 
lost the m a tch. 
“ A elneken w ill som etim es fa int 
for loss of blood, and fa lling lose the 
fight, w hile his riva l m a y ha ve re­ 
ceived a fa ta l wound. 
I sa w one fcl 
low w hose g a m ecock had been beaten 
rush into tlie ring and pick up the 
bleeding and seem ing ly lifeless bird. 
He com m enced to blow down its 
throa t and then hurried to a sand 
bill, w here lie buried the bird all but 
its head, which lie placed in a com ­ 
forta ble 
position, resting 
upon a 
stone. I thought, the bird wa s doomed 
sure, but a fter the match I sa w the 
Mexican ta king his bird home 
living 
to fig ht a nother day. 
“ I'll never forg et tha t fellow. 
His 
m a keup w a s cha ra cteristic 
of the 
Mexican. 
H e wore a ha t tha t cost 
him a t least $50, w hile the thing s he 
wore for shoes could not ha ve cost 50 
cents.
